Order Disrupts Labor Bosses 


And Farmers in Transporta- 
tion of Field He:píto Work 


For many years, labor con- 
traetors and farmers handling 
their own crews have not been 
disturbed in ‘the least by law 
officers, over proper tags be- 
ing attached to their. convey- 
ances, when used in moving the 
farm labor workers. 

Last week, this situation was 
changed when an inspector from 
the Motor Vehicle Division, 
came to the city, and began 
upsetting the applecart, 

The inspector asserted that 
where a farmer or labor con- 
tractor hauled passengers to 
and from the fields or place of 
work, that they would take out 
not the common truck tag, but 
rather a bus or carrier licenses. 
The regular tags avétages 
around $90.00, while tlie new 
tag would run around $500.00, 
which few if any of the oper- 
ators could afford to take out, 
and still come clear in the sea- 
son for their work. 

This: new tax demand com- 
ing into an agricultural area, 
where free movement of labor- 
ers is imperative in the mcthod 
of farming here, is not a help- 
ful act on the part of the state, 
which depends so much upon 
our crop returns. 

The incident was reported to 
the Farm Agent Department 
in an endeavor to get some re- 
traction on this supervisory or- 
der of the, inspector, Agency 
officers are making every en- 
deavor to get some order to 
void the old one. 

This labor traffic does mot 
compete with any bus or car- 


rying licensees, so it is taking, 


no income out of their treas- 
uries, Bus companies would 
find it impossible to establish 
a schedule which would be ef- 
fective in the labor scene, 

One method to eliminate this 
excessive tag charge is being 
considered, A new bill will be 
introduced into the Legislature 
next April, which would pro- 
vide for a special license for 
use on labor conveying vehicles 
in farming and citrus sections, 
at a little higher costs than 
on common trucks not used for 
passenger carrying purposes, 
giving permit to carry such la- 
bor. 
The agricultural, law enforce- 
ment and legal departments of 
the county, are all working on 
the deal Meantime many la- 
borers are being forced to walk 
to and from their work, as the 
vehicle owners do not desire 
to be caught and assessed a hea- 
vy fine for not having the type 
of license the Vehicle depart- 
ment says they must purchase.
